expence according to the ftore they had, fo 


as to make it hold out'9 months; this was 


foon done, and if we had been ready to fail 
then, tlie Provifions might have held out ac- 
cording to the calculation: but our Mafters 
being no Witches at their erafta third of their 


| Provifions were expended befere we could be 
ready to fail’ There was none to be had in Scat- 


land,and if there had there wasnoMoney to go’ 
to Market; the 1o0000 /. being funk, and the 
Companies credit not worth two pence, not- 


| withftanding the glorious ‘fhow our Ships 
| made from the Caftle-hill of Edivburgs. And 


I have reafon to believe, that we had ftuck 
there as well as the Rifig Suz did in the Pom- 


| poffe, if it had not been for fome few Pillars 


| ef the Couipany who morteag’d their Eftates 
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for 4 or 5000 /. for which the Company made ~ 
over the two new Ships at Hazzburgh and the © 
Rifing Sun at Amfterdam for their fecurity. 
It was not convenient to let our men know 
the ill {tate of our Provifions; but on the o- 
ther hand, there was fuch a noife made of 
our plenty, and of our having a twelvemonths 
ftore of all kinds for 1000 men, that. it was 
like to have fet us all by the ears together be- 
fore we were long atSea. This management 
was principally due to Mr. Robert Blackwood 
one of that Committee, a little bufy-body , 
who took this part of it upon him, and is 

- now in difgrace for the fame. Whether he 
deferves it altogether himfelf I will not fay ; \ 
but however, the Company thinks it necefia- 
ry he fhould be the Sacrifice, altho one half of 
their Collars is not enough to attone for what 
{omany brave Fellows has fuffered. 

Having fail'd from Leith about three days! 
acquainted Mr. Perxnycook with my doubts as 
to the Provifions, and how neceflary it was 
the Council fhould be fatisfied of our ftore be- 
fore it were too late. Next day he made the | 
Signal for the Counfellors to repair on board, 
and the Purfers of the feveral Ships were or- 
dered tolay an account before them of what 
Provifions they {tood charged with. This 
done, I was ordered: to calculate the whole 
and make a Report how long the ftore would. 
hold out at the ufual allowance for 1050 men, 
our Compliment being thereabouts. I could 
. not 


‘not make above 5 months and a half of any 
f{pecie except Stock-fith, of which we had ful! 
-uxmonths, ard that at 4 days of the week, 
| but had not above 4 months Butter and Oy! 


Orkney’s to fend an Exprefs to the Company 
and give them an account of the ftate of Pro- 
vifions, but meeting with thick and bad wea- 
ther in the paffing of them, we were obliged 


to go on; and having calculated that ftore to 


hold out 9 months, our men were forthwith 
put to that tharp allowance. ‘This occafion’d 
iil blood enough, and I was like to have got 
my throat cut for being the Author of it. As 
for our Drink, we had not above ten tunn of 
Peer in our Navy when we left Leith; but in

toit. The Council defign’d to pur into the 
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chavd alittle Wine, for themfelves. The Se- 
nate was in the fame cafe, for they had no 
Cath in their Bank, and being under fuch ano- 
ther neceffity as David was when he eat the 
Shew-bread, made bold with the feveral Ships 
fock-purfes, wherein was only .co/, foreach 
Ship, and 104 for each ‘Fender, io cafe they 
fhould meet with any difafter at Sea and be 
-oblig’d to be put into a Foreign Port. With this 
Money; and a few Pipe-ftaves, they purchasd 
27 Pipes of Wine, and a {mall r¢cruit of frefh 
Provifions. But this would WEE gone far, 
for if it had been ferv’d out but ata quarter of 
a pint a day to each man it would not have 
_ held out above fix weeks. 

That you may taft a little of our Provifi- 
ons as well as I, you muft know that our 
Stock-fifh wasthe beft, if there had been a pro- 
portion of Butter or Oylto it. Our Beef was 3 
fourths Zrifp, and the reft Scorch, both alike 
fit for a long Voyage. There was about a 
fitth part of the Jré/b ftall-fed, the reft grafs 
Beef, andthe whole abour 18 months in fale. 
‘As tor our Bread, 270002: weight of it was 
made up. of damnificd Wheat which was 
bought cheap, and the moncy of it is now in 
the pocket of a Director, whofe Chriftian 
Name is Drammellier. This Bread was not 
fit for dogs to cat, but it was a mercy we hac 
a good many. Highlanders in our Legion, whe 
were not ulcd to feed on much of God's Crea 
tures that’s hallowed, The Pork was indiffe 
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rent good, but there being no grcat ftore of 
| it aboard we referv’d it always for our Su- 
| days dinner. As-for Cheefe, we had none, 
by reafon, I fuppofe, that only ferves for 

-concodtion, or to create an appetite. : 

Thus we march’d as the Scots Armics did 
in former days with their 40 days Provifions 
on their backs againft their Enemies; whom 
if they did not meet before that term was ex- 
pird they difpersd and went home again. 
But their cafe and ours differ'd in fome effen- 
tials, thefe were never far from home, knew 
} what to truft to, and if they happen’d to be 
| difappointed of the Enemies Plunder, they 
1 could make bold with their Neighbours 
Chickens while they were on the Road, and 
that never reckon’d Stealing: But we were fent 
to the back of Gods elbow, where we could 
fee nothing but Death, ftarving and the 
Spanifhb Mines before our Eyes, and although 
our inclinations were nevet fo {trong to bor- 
row any of our Neighbours goods, yet our 

power was always deficient. _ | 

But now to proceed on our Voyage, and 
give you the remarkable Occurrances of it 
and of our Dariex entertainment; you are to 
know that we left the Edinburgh Fyrth on 
“July the 17th. 1698, and having fetch’d a 
| tarnround the Orkneys we arriv'd at Madera’s 
-— about the laft of Avgufz, and ftaid there 5 or 
| 6days, till we purchas’d the forefaid 27 Pipes 
of Wine. Here the Council open’d their In- 
| : } — ftructions, 
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{tructions, by which they were ordered to 
Steer to Crabb-Ifland, and take poffeffion of it 
in the name of the Company and Nation of 
Scotland, and leave a f{inall deteachment there. 
This Ifland lies to Leeward of St. 2 Cruz, a- 
bout 9 Leagues, to windward of Porto-Rico, 
about 5 Miles and 18 Leagues from St. Thomas 
a Danifh Wand. Having made the Iand of ° 
St. 2 Cruz, our Senate order’d’ the Unicorn 
and one of the Tenders into St.Thomas, to 
get fome Pilates for the Main, and to return 
to usat Crabb-Ifland. While the Council fat 
on this oceafion,, we drove to the Northward- 
moficnd of St. a Cruz, and not being in too 
much haft to come to an Anchor at Crabb- 
Ifland, we fetch’d a trip to Windward round 
St. a Crux, which occafion’d the difappoint- 
ment cf our fettlement; for our Miflioners 
to St, Thomas having innocently {eatter'd 
fome words there of our Crabb defign, the 
Governour forthwith difpatch’d a Sloop with 
ren Men and an Officer to tdke pofleffion of 
it in the name of Dewwark; fo that at our 
arrival in the Bay, or Road of Crabb-Ifland, 
we could fee a large Tent afhore with the 
King of Dewmark’s Colours flying. Our Se- 
nate {ent afhore to know the meaning of it, 
and were made fenfible that they came too 
Jate. Next day the Uzicorw and Tender ar- 
rivd, having brought withthem one Allifow, 
who Conmanded a Sloop in that Squadron of 
Privateers, who had landed at sieaerast: 
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and march’d over the IPhwus, about 18 Years 
jago. We were glad of fuch a Pilot, for there 


on the Spanifh Coatt. We lett Crabb Tfand 
[the fecond of Oober, and having met with 
| Southerly and Wefterly wmds for 3 Weeks or 
a Month together, it was the fecond of No- 
vember before we came to an Anchor on the 
| Darien Coat. We lay becalm’d a Week bez 
‘tween Cartagena and Cape Tiburoon (which is 
the Weftermoft point of the Gulph of Dariez) 
where for want of any Air, but what was 
Sulphurous, our Men tell down and died like 
rotten Sheep. 

|. We came toan Anchor about 7 Leagues to 
the Northwel? of Cape Tibiroom, and altho? 
we were clofe by Golden Ifand, yet neither 
four Pilate, ner any’ perfon elf knew the 
g Land, till the Indians inform’d us. The Unit

Wchor fent her Boat afhores where having left 
Han boftage with fome Indians, who had a 
| Plantation there, two Canous witha few dn- 
| ¢7azs came on board the Ships. . The Canou 
Wwhich came to the St. Avdrew where L was 
had Captain Azdreas on board, who was af- 
terwards the-Companies and Collonies Land 
ford: They were fome hours aboard before 
we could make them underfand us, althoia 
jem (who was our Linguif) endeavourd it 
with his Spanifh; Portuguele,Prench and Dutchs 
till once they were got drunk with our Punch 
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/was no Man in our Fleet that had ever been 
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and Madera Wine, and then Captain Azdreas 
with his Lieutenant {poke it as faft and much 
better than our Jew. Having got their load 
they were not able to go afhore that night 
and next day we weigh’d and came into the 
Bay within Golden Mand, which is about 4 
or 5 Miles wide anddeep.. And having found- 
ed with our Boats along the fhore, we found 
a Lagoon on the South-Eajt fide of this Bay, 
which runs up within the Land about two 
Miles and a half; this appearing to be a good . 
Harbour for us, we went into it and Chrift-- 
ened it, by the name of Caledonia Harbour. 
The mouth or entry of this Harbour is alarge 
Mile over, and fo fteep too on both fides that 
a Ship may go fo near as to throw a Bisket- 
cake afhore. One fide of the Harbour to+ 
wards the Sea is a vaft Mountain and Penin- 
fala, being joyn’d to the Main at the bottom 
of the Harbour, by a neck of low Land, a- 
bout 3 or 400 Paces overs The extream 
glia BP Fok Brg Ms : Jaainh . 
point of this Peninfula, which makes, ene 
fide of the Harbours mouth, is. alow and flat 
piece of Sandy ground, containing about 36 
Acres, and divided from the Peninfula, by 
another neck of ‘180 Paces over from Sea to 
Sea. This was pitch’d upon as the ftrongeft 
San@uary in cafe of attacks, as likewife for 
the convenience of a battery towards the 
Harbours mouth: We Chriften’d this piece 


of ground by the name New Edinburgh, and, 
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the Platform of 16 Guns which we made 
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there was call’d Fort St. Avdren’. The neck 
of Land was cut through to let. the Sea en- 
compafs the New City and Fort, and part it 
from the Peninfula, and within the Trench 4 
| breaft-work with a Parapet was rais'd,.and a 
I half baftion ateach end. On the other fide 
of the Trench the Trees were fell’d, and the 
ground clear’d for a Mufquet-fhot round, to 
give us a fair profpec& of the Spaniard, in 
gcafe ofanattack. This piece of ground wa 
Bthe Scotch Collony ; as for the Peninfilla it 
g{clf, ic might have been’ fortify’d with fome 
labour and pains, but not thinking it conve- 
itient to part fo few men to*defend thefe 
atwo Pofts, it was refolv'd by the Council to 
I {tick clofe by this and fortify it to the beftad- 
Wvantage. As for the oppofite point on the 
| Main, which makes the other fide of the entry 
fiito the Harbour, it is‘a high ridge ofa Moun« 
jtain which wich’a {harp or ede’d end butts into 
ache Sea, and {fo crofly contriv’d that it would 
aye all the Inginiers in Ewope to plant a Gun 
Jou it that could do any Service. So that at 
belt, this Harbour is only a fhelter from bad 
Kveather, the Platform calfd Fort St. Audrew 
being of little ufe to defend it; the Ships in- 
Heed by bringing a Spring on their Cables, and 
their Broadfides to bear towards the mouth of 
rhe Harbout,: might ferve for fo advantagious 
t Battery, as one Ship within the Harbour 
might beas good as two that came in to attack’. 
hent, the nature of which ftreneth may eafily 
be comprehended, by any Seafaring men. 
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‘But to return to our Landlord and the ether 
Indians, Captain Andreas’s Plantation was a- 
mong{t the Mountains, about 4 miles from our 
Harbour; the extent of his Government was 
from Carrit-bay about 8 or 9 miles on one fide 
of us, and Golden Ifland about 5 miles on the 
other fide, fuch a portion of Land being the 
Lairdfhip or Kingdom of thefe Captains whom 
the Buccaneers, Privateers and Scotch Company 
would have to be Kings and Sovereign Princes. 
At our firft Landing, Captain Aydreas came 
down and lookt onus, and feem'd to be well 
enough fatisfy'd wich his new Tenants Che |

6 of our men with fire-arms were enough to 
conquer him) but what his fentiment was will 
appear by the fequel.

—ontheir Oars till our Pinnaces went out and 
affur’d them that they fhould be fafe. This 
Ambrofto is one of their greateft Captains, and — 
/at prefent an Outlaw, or if you will, at war 
|) with the Spaniard , having murder’d 10 of 
them at the Ifle of Dinas fometime agoe: his 
Plantation and Government is about 50 miles 
1 to Leeward of the Collony, and about half: 
} way between and the Sambailas Vlands. He 
| was made very welcom, ftaid 2 or 3 days, and 
told us that we were not fafe in Captain Av- 
| dreas’s Ground by reafon he was a Spani/h Cap- 
tain and a very Spaziard in his heart, and al- 
though he feem'd to be well enough fatisfy'd 
| with our landing in his Ground, yet he was 
“not to be trufted but came purely witha def ign 
to fpyus. Captain Andreas abfenting himfelf 
{o long from the Collony added to the fame 
| fufpicion, and our Senatours being refolv’d to 
know more of it, 3 of their number went ona 
| Vittt to his Plantation, and having enter’d his 
Wigwam (or Cage-like houfe) he fac fill on | 
| his Seat without ¢ faying one word tothem, or 
| {ceming to know that he ever had feen them 
before, although he was made heartily drunk 
| atboth the times he was on board. Mr. Per- 
| nycook and the others having met with this 
-cold Entertainment from. ‘Captain Andreas 
| (for they were not offer'd fo much as a Plan- 
tain or Callabath of Drink, which is theufual. 
| K 2 Enter- 
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Entertainment the ae atie ‘give to their 
Friends at their firft entry) came home again 
_ confirard of what Ambrofio and the ether Iv- 
* dias had lutherto faid.: The next time Capt. 
Avbrofio came he infifted on the fame ftory; 
and would needs perfwade us to remove from 
that place and come nearer to him, where 
we ne -eded not apprehend any betraying de- 
fign from him by reafon his killing of thefe 
10 Spaniarels at the Ile of Pizxes, and taking 

- that Periaga with a braf$ Pitterara could never 
be forgiven by them. Our Council met on 
this occafion, where it was order’d that Pew- 
nycook , Montgomery , Macay and Pinparton 
Countellors , with Robert Drummond Com- 
imander of the Caledonia {hould go to Azbro- 
fos, with the Long-boats and Pinnaces mann’d 
‘with 70 Fire-arms, and on their way to found 
all the Harbours along the Coaft. I was de- 
fir'd by thefe Gentlemen togowith them, and | 
having ftopt the firft Nighta at the Ifle of Pines, 
6 Leagues to Leeward of the Collony, where 
Captain to g was riding in His Majefty’s Ship 
the Rupert Prize we lode’d that Night on. 
Board with him. The next day we proceed 
ed on our’ Expedition founding the Coaft, 
where we found fome good Harbours that 
were able to containall the Navy of Exze¢land, 
but they could not be fortify’d fo as to hinder 
the | Eaaay from coming in. When we ar- 
riv'd at Aabrofio’s little River or Brook we Jan- 
ded, and were Piloted by his Son Captain 
Pedro ta the Plantation, which is about a 
league - 
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league from the Sea, and isfo cunning and obfcure, 
-thae without a Guide it isimpofiible for any man to 
| find the way to it. We croft one River eleven times, 
wading always up to the middle, and I believe we’ 
could have gone a nearer way{if they would, but 
they do this defignediy, that the Path or Road may 
not be found out by the Spasiard. Being arriv’dat 
_ the Plantation, Captain Ambrofio came out of his 
Wigwam about 30 Paces and welcoard us; he had 
a white Cotton Frock on fring’d at the bottom, and 
his Court or Clann behind him (who were all mu- 
fter'd on this occafion) tothe number of thirty men 
befides Women and Children ; they were in fuch 
Frocks as Ambrofio's, and had fhore Lances in their 
hands: He carry’d us into his Wigwam, and his 
Wives gave every oneof usa Plantain and Callabafh - 
of their drink (which is made of Izdian Corn, and 
like unboil’d Flummery) this being all the Food we 
got till the next day at noon we came down to our 
Boats, exceptadifh of mincd Meat of Wild Hogg, 
| wherein wasabouttwo pound of Meat, which ferv’d 
to give us a aft of their fineft Cheer. We hangin 
Hammocks that Night in Ambrofir’s Wigwam a- 
‘mongft his and his Son Pedro's Wives, and our men 
lay without rqynd a large Fire chat was made for 
them. NaEE Morning Ambrofio went out betimes 
with 3 or 4 of his men to hunt for us, buc there be- 
ing no appearance of his return at noon, and our 
Béllierscrying Cupboard, wedid not ftay to bid him 
farewell ; and hisSon Captain Pedro having re-con- 
ducted us to the Sea fide, defir’dthe Linguift to tell 
Captain Pesnycook, that his Father and he expected 
| fome Prefent for that Entertainment. We had 
| brought nothing with usat that time, fo toid him, 
that the next time his Father came tothe Collony 
the Council would thank him; and give him fome- 
thing, which afterwards was two pieces of Scorch 
! le Cloth, 
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Cloth, two Fire-locks, and fome Pouder, witha few 
Shot, wherewith hewas mightily pleas’d. . 
Having recurn’d- to the Collony, anda Report 


of the Expedition being made in Council, and the — 


Port where we were reckon’d ‘the moft fecure, it 
was refolv'd to remain there, difpatch the Fortifica- 
tion with all expedition, and make the beft Bargain 
with Andreas we could. On the laft of November, 
being St. Andrew's, day, it wasmanag’d fo (burhaw 
I cannot refolve you) that Caprain dzdreas came a- 
‘board the St. Andrew, where was a Feftival on the 
account of the Day, and he being ask’d by the Lin- 
guilt, why he was fo uncivil to the Councellours 
when they came to vifit him in his Plantation, he 
anfwerd, That he meant no harm, and tharchey 
muft impute it to his Ignorance of the European 
Cultoms (altho’ this Tale could not come well from 
one that was bred among the Spaniards) and not to 
his want of good-will. He was defir'd co fit down 
and fhare with them, che Linguift telling him the 
occafion of that Feaft. - 

After Dinner, thegreat Bow! of Punch being fer 
on the Table (che fight of which was pleafant e- 
nough to Axdreas) the Council was refolv’d to pufh 
the thing home, andtold him what 4mbrofio and 
the other Indians faid of him; to whichyhe reply’d 
almoft verbatim, as follows, That he e6uld nor de- 
ny bur chathe was a Spanifh Captain, and bad been 
foa longtime; that the reafon of hisfhewing the 

Collony fo little Countenance was, by 
" See Hiftory eafon fome *16 or 19 years paft, the 

Buchaneers. — Ey olifh and French landed in thar’ very 
Ground, being 12 or 12 hundred in number, and 
made them believe they were come'to free them 
from the Spanife Yoke, and reftore them to their 
own Country ; his Friends and Relations join’d and 
‘aflifted them at the taking of Sentta Maria and o- 
ther Towns onthe South Sea, and likewile ferv’don 
| board 
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board their Ships with them in their South Sea Expe- 
ditions, till at two years end they found, that ail 
their defign was onthe Spanifh Piunder, and having 
got that, left them expos’d to the Crueley of the 
Spaniard, who have cut off moft of the Indians there- 
abouts, and chat for feveral Yearsthey were oblig’d 
I to live obfcurely in the Mountains; as for himéelf 
-and Friends, they were oblig’dto accept of the Spa- 
_niavd’sTerms; bute at the fame time, ifhe rhoughe 
thar che Collony were fincere, and that their Nati- 
§ on could protect himand his Kindred, he was rea.” 
i dy to break with the Spaniard and join with them. 
| Few words more were made of it, the Council ac- 
cepted of his profer, .and : promis‘d great things e- 
/nough for the Nation, and the Secretary was or- 
| derd immediately. to make out a Commiffion for 
Andreas. \t was made on Parchment with the Col- 
 Jonies Seal and a fine Ribband affixe to it, the renor 
whereof run thus. Captain Andreas having defir’d 
- Protection from the Collony for himfelfand the c- 
ther Indians under him, the Council does hereby 
take him and them into their Protection, and ap- 
points the forefaid Andreas to be one of their Scots. 
- Collonies Captains, to command all the Indians that’s 
already in his Ground, and to fight againft and de- 
ftroy the Enemies of the Collony of what Nation 
| foever. This Commiffion was wrote in Exglifh and 
read to him by the Yew in Spavifh ; and for the 
i) more folemnity of che thing, the Councilgave him 
| one of the Long: Boats Jacks to wear in his Cancz, a 
| Fuzee, anda pair of Pifto!ls, and a Basker-hilted 
Sword, and fird 21 Gunsathis Inauguration. In- 
the Evening Captain: Andreas went athore with his 
Flag flying and the other enfigneof his Honour, ex: 
ceptthe Commiflion, whichl found the day follow- 
ing cram’d into a Locker of the Round-houfe where 
empty Bottles lay. What the meaning of leaving © 
his Commiffion behind him wasi could not sia 
- yene 
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hend, but the next time he came aboard it was gi- 
ven him, 

The Collony’s Affair continu’d etiusiit Chrift mals, 
during which time the Neighbouring JndianCa ptains 
came to vifit'us, to wit, Captain Pofigo, young Die- 
go, another Pedro wiaten in and Nicola, who gene- 
rally nfed to rail at one another behind their Backs, 
but all agreed that Andreas was not to be trufted 
notwithfanding his new Commiflion.  Ambrojio 
was with us during the Chriffma/s Holy-days, and 
having met with Capta in Andreas on Board the Sr. 
Andrew (whom he always look’d onas his mortal 
Enemy ) reproach’d him with his Villany, by telling 
him, that he was ftill a Spaniard altho’ he took the 
Collony’s Commiffion : This occafion’d fome blows 
between:them, and both Parties were going: to. fall 
on, if they: hadi not been parted by our Seamen, 
They were kept afunder till the Evening, and then 
Mr. Pexnycook perfuading Ambrofio to be reconcild 
to him (or at leaft, to appear fo) a Bowl was made 
and the Friendfhip made up, they feem’dthen tobe 
good Friends all that Nighr, cillabout the time that 
they wereto go to fleep, poor Captain Andreas ei- 
ther féllor was tumb?d down the main Hatch-way: 
into the Hold; where lighting’on-a fpare’ Anchor: 


that lay there, he was fo.bruiz’d tharhe gaveiup the 


ghoft foon afterwards. No body could tell how this 
accident happen’d, only two things were remarkable 


in ie: That the Hatches of the Hold-were always 


lock’d down at Nights by reafon the fharpne(s of 
our Diet made fome Men watch all opportunities of - 
getting into the Hold where the Oatmeal and Beef 
Jay, but they were fairly open chis Night. The o- 
ther is, that there wasnocare taken while he was 
aboard to bleed him, or give him any thing inward- 
ly to keep the Blood fluid and from fetrling on the 
bruizd parts, but laid him up till next Day his 
Wife and Relations carga him a-fhore double.

| C Amis , 
— Captain or King Avdreas having made 
fus Exit thus, his Brother-in-Law Cap- 
tain Pedro, with the intereft or adviceof 
theSenate, was Seated on his Throne, and 
she prov’d fo friendly to the Collony that 
about 12 days after his Advancement a 
Party of Spaviards to the number of 26, 
being fent toview the Scots, came ftreight 
to Captain Pedyo’s or Andreas his Govern- 
ment, defiring fome of his Men to Pilot 
them to fome convenient place where they 
might view the Scots Fortification and. 
Ships, thefe Izdians ingaged it, but advi- 
fed them to lie clofs fora day or two, untill 
they view’d whether or no the Coaft was 
clear and no Séors Parties abroad, So having 
pofted them on the fide of a {mall River, 
left them and inform’d the Collony of 
what they Had done: On which Captain 
Montgomery Detach’d a Party of a 100 Men, 
and went round in their Boats, carrying 
thefe Indians along with them: as they 
were rowing up this narrow River, the 
Tn tians of a fudden gave the Hollow,that the 
Scots might know they were upon them, 
but before they could fee any body by rea- 
fon of the thicknefs of the Woods, the Spani- 
| ¢rds pour’d in aVolley of {mall Shot amoneft 
jthem, kilPdone Enlign Swizton, withtwo 
Jimore, and wounded 14, and then run as, 
| 5G inl tohes, 4 BATE 
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faftas they could, our-Men Landed and 
perfu’d them, but caught none of them, 
fave this Domingo dela Rada, and two more 
Common Soldiers, of whom the Proprie- 
tors of the Fling-Poft have made fuch a, 
noife thefe five or fix Months paft. 

This is the ground of the Companies 
title tothe Ifthmus of Darien, and that was 
the Bloody Fight wherein fo many ‘*hun- 
dreds of Spaniards were kilPd- and taken 
Prifoners. Qur Men being reduc’d to the 
foremention’d fhort Allowance, and wrought 
every day from Sun to Sun in ‘felling of 
Trees, and Fortifying themfelves, and 
feeing but little appearance of the Riches 
they were told of, began to be very faint. 
hearted. . Several deferted from the Shore, 
and {ome of our beft Men from the Ships, 
nobody knew whether; and eight or nine 
of thofe who were caught and brought back 

again confefs’d that they were going in tothe 
Spaniaras, where they mightexpeCt more Vi- 
étuals and lefs Slavery than what they had 
there. | oe. 
Notwithftanding thefe general murmur- 
ings, the Council could not augment the 
Allowance, without runing the hazard of 
ftarving a Month or two fooner, for there’s no 
kind of Food tobe had in that*Mountainous 
& Woody Country,fave Plantains,Bonnano’s 
Po- 
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Potato’s and Indian Corn, which are fo 
{carce by reafon of the few Natives, that 
our Men fold their New Shirts to the In- 
dians for 20 °or 24 Plantains a piece, 
»which would not ferve a Man above three 
or four days, and our Council were oblig’d 
to give {trict Orders that no Man fhould fell 
his Cloaths, elfe I verily believe our Men 
shad been naked in two months after our 
Landing. They were oblig’d toa certair 
Animal calPd a Sojour, which is a finall 
Land Crab, that is hous’d in a fhell like 
that of a Wilk; Thefe Sojours were very 
plentiful at our firft Landing, but they 
oon faiPd ;.and then our Meneat the in- 
mer rind of the bark of great Tree, which 
was not unpleafant to the taft, butic bé- 
ing Of no nourifhment, and thought to be 
unwholefome, they were difcharged td eat 
of it. I doubt nor bat there’s plenty of 
fFifh on that Coaft, but our Company fur- 
afhing us only with a fimall Net made 
pi Packthread for each Ship, they could 
fatch no move ina day than what fetv’d. 
fue Counfellors and Sea Captains ; and 


Hhefe Nets foon fail’d too. We imade a 
fife to make a couple of Turtle Ners out 
f the fore of Lines or finall Cord we had 
Pdoard, butthen we had not a Velfel that 
Pras fit to goa Turtling, tillafter fome

ime, two of the Famaico Sloops who had 
Sent and fold their Cargo of Provifions 
to the Collony were, hir’d by them to Tur- 
tle for them: Thefe Sloops ftaid about a | 
month in their Service, till they had got fo | 
many Turtle for themas by contrat came | 
to a 100 and odd Pounds , and finding — 
chat there was neither Moncy nor Money’s | 
worth to be had in the Collony, they broke — 
off with them, and with much a do could — 
get fomuch Money as to fatisfie them for 


their Service. ‘They had fome dependance © 
on the wreck ofa French Ship which wascalt | 
away coming out of the Harbour the day 
before Chriftmas, (he having near 40000 . 
in Doubloons and Dol!ars on board, which | 
the had got by trading onthe Spanifh Coaft, | 
‘but Tam told by’ fome perfons who are. 
come home fince I ‘came, that they could 
not recover any thing of it, by reafon of 
the continual fwell that beats‘on that fhore.. 
‘Here (in Parenthefi)I was Shipw rack:d, had: 
my Servant drow’d, and loft the few Goods 
"Thad with Bag and Baggage, , and if it had 
not been for the little Money which I fa~ 
ved I had not found the way home as yet : 

) As for the Gold and Riches of that Coun- 
try, Lheard enough but faw litle of it; I 
-prefume if there were fuch ftore, the Spa- 
. de would not have left it fo expos'd, 
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Thefe Kings or Captains who came down 
to us might bring perhaps half an Ounce or 
an Ounce at atime with them and fell it for 
Powder and Shot, and at firft for a fpeckled 
Shirt, but there came fo little of this Com- 
modity amongit us that itwould be long time 
‘© before a Mancould load his Pocket with it, 
much lefsa Dutch built Ship. What Gold , 
I purchas’d there it coft me 3/. 105. per 
ounce, and I believe I brought as much of 
it away with me to Evxglazd as molt of 
thofe Counfellors who are come hoine fisce, 
notwithftanding the noife which they made 
GB Hart , * 
{ left the Collony the 2774 of December, 
at the fame allowance as we were reduc’d 
to in Faly, when we left Scotlands only there 
was anallowance of Madera Wine after our 
Landing, to wit, an Englifh Quart to a 
Mefs ( being 5 Men) once a Week: “E'wo 
Quarts to each Captain once a Week, of 
which thefe Gentlemen made only one 
want, andthe Night they got their Allow- 
ance, they went as merry to Bed as ifthey 
had been intheir Winter Quarters at Ghent 
or Braffels, altho they were ablig’d to 
drink fair Water for a Week afterwards : 

. As for the Subalterns, when I came off, they 
were not allow’d one Spoonfisl. 
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Thus you fee how a 1050 Men were 
fent by the Scotch Company on a blind 
Project, of getting Riches for them with 
fiveor fix months Allowance at moft, no 
Credit, and aridiculous Cargo, neglefted 
by them, and expos’d to Famine Death 
and the Spanifh Mines. How the Compa- 
ny will fhake this mifcariage from off them- 
felves I cannot fee: However, I will give 
you a jample of what they will be ready to 
offer in their own vindication. 

Fiufi, ‘Their being baulke of their fo- 
reign Subicriptions made them lofe Time 
and Moncy, whereby they could not fend 
out fuch a number of Men and quantity of 
Provifions as the Projet would have requi- 
red. But who is to blame for this, why 
fhould. they truft to another Man’s Purfe 
till {uch time they arefure of it? Why did 
they prodigally throw away soooo/, in 
Holland and fHambrough (purely to makea 
blufter there) when they could have 
bought 3 Second-hand-Ships as fit for their 
Project, for the third of the Money? And 
fince their defign was to fettle a Collony 
and Forts on the North and South Seas, 
why did not they apply themfelves rightly 
to it? ‘That which might have been honeft-’ 
ly fav’d out of this sooco/. might have 
carried over above 2000Men with: 2 months 
ger fate . ai Pro. 
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Provifions of every Specie atgood allow- 
ance. Ihave. made this appear in Scotland 
fome time ago, and fince to fome of the 
greateft Men in the Company. al. 
The fecond Reafon they willbe apt to. 
offer is this, the Ships were Mann’d, the 
» Sea-men and Land-men Lifted and onboard, - 
no Provihons to be had in Scotland, while 
more were providing abroad, thefe aboard 
{till were expending ; befides, there was no 
Money in the Cafh-room, nor any more to 
be had from the Subfcribers, till once the 
Ships were fail’d, many being fo fick of 
the Proje€t, that they doubted whether they 
fhouldever pafs the Bafs. If this fhould be 
allow’d to pafs for Current it may reafona- 
bly be ask’d whether five or fix Months 
Provifions fhould have lafted to this time, 
If ever they expected tohear any more of 
their Ships, ought they not to have call’d in, 
more Money on our departure, and provi- 
ded Provifions inftantly, and had Ships with 
us by Christmas, or January at fartheft ; 
whereas none fai?d trom Leith till Ddex, 
- which was near two Months after they re- 
ceiv'd the Collonies Packet. Ifthey pre- 
tended to be ignorant of our neceffity before 
this Packet came, they had no.excufe after- 
wards, they knew our want, aslikewife 
that they had not fent a Groats-worth of 
| Credit 
bad 
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Credit with us to any part ofthe World, 
altho now. when its too late, they have 
made a fafhion of doing it in New- 
England. Pi itern 

Thethird Reafonthey will make great 
ufe of is this, that at the fetling of Barba- 
does, and feveral other We/f-india Iflands, as 
likewife the American fettlements on the 
Main, the People met with a great many 
hardfhips, and the like are to be expected 
at the beginning ofall fuch Settlements. To 
this Lanfwer, that at fuch Settlements the 
Undertakers and Planters know what they 
are going about, and whatto truft to, which 
is no ways parallel with the Cafe of the 
Company, for thofe being on an honett 
defign had no more in their view than the 
Bleffings of Heaven, and the Produét of the 
Earth, and what they reap’d thereby was 
for their ownufe: On the other hand the 
Gentlemen who went inthe Scotch Compa- 
nies Service,were not born to Work, nor did 
they defien it when they went. from their 
Fathers Houfes, and this the Company knew 
full as wellas they. 

A fourth reafon they will offer is rhis, 


that they feat a Cargo with us, which 
might have purchas’d Provifions had it not 
been for the Exgli prohibition. Tothis

The 1500 Fuzzes were 
the belt of the Cargo, but they could not. 
be parted with; the Linnen was the next, | 
butt have.been affurd by Merchants on 
| Port-royal, that 5co 7. worth of Scotch cloath 
-thakes the Commodity a drug thereat a- 
ny tirne. Befides, altho’ we had not been 
fént ona dark defign, yet we cou’d not ex- 
pect to Trade with Furzaico; our Cloathand 
other Goods are feizable there, either in our 
"Bottoms, or in their Sloops. If the Famaico 
| Men fhould truck Provifions with us, they 
cannot carfy our goods home with them, 
neither’ can they expe to Trade with the 
| Spaniard, on the account of our Settlement. 
-T know very well that the firft Sloop which 
| brought Provifions to us, fold them at what 
rate they pleas, and had our Scotch Cloath 
dg track at the prime coft, yerthey durft 
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not carry.it tO Jamaico, nor venture tO. 
Trade with the Spaziard, but were oblig 7d 
to leave’ it behind with Captain Ali:fox, 
the old Buccareer, to whom the Sloop was 
confien’d. But ftill this reafon of the prohi- 
bition will not hold Water, for if there had 

_ been Money or market Goods in the Collony. 
The Exglih prohibition could not have kept 
Provifions from us. The Frevch and Dutch {- 
flands were not confin’d by this Prohibi- 
tion; and I dare fav there are fo many good 
Chriftians at Curraffa, that if Reap. and 
Bs {tory of the Collonies bars of Silver had 
beentrue, they would foon have made Pro- 

_ vifions a drug in Caledonia. | 

Befides, I can’t, think that the Prohibi- 

tion had any influence on thofe four Sloops 
who went fromJamaico to the Collony laden 
with Provifions of all kinds, altho’ two.of 
them retyrn’d without breaking bulk, Tam 
rather apt to believe it was for want of thofe 
Silver bars and gold duft, which in the Au- 
tum fhakes of the Trees there.

~fovable that the Government of Exgland, 


having met with the clandeftine Declara- 
rations, which che Scored Collony had 
fpread all over the We/i-Indies, inviting 


them over to Darien, &c. Should takefui- 


table meafures to prevent the ill confequen- 
ces of the fame, and retain their own Sub- 
jects. ‘The Declarations are notorious , 
and mutt be renn’d by fome Body belonging 
tothe Company or Collony, and{ prefume 
the oppofite Proclamation or Prohibition 
was p-nn’d by fome Exelifbman, who had 
fome {ntereft in the Exg/:/b Plantations. Tis 
very well known that when Captain Péz- 
carton met with the misfortue of being ob- 
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lig’d to run his Veflel afhore under the 
Guns of Carthagena, his Chief Errand was 
to Barbadoes, and there to make afe of the 
48 hours (that’s allow'd to foreigners to 
Wood and Water ) in doing butinefs for 
the Collony, and leaving Declarations to 
be fpread_over that Ilana ; and fo from’ 
‘thence to other Evzli( and French Ulands, 
making ule of the time Pretence of 
wanting Wood and Water. Thefe fi- 
nifter dealings are not fuffered in the 
Collony of any Nation, and if the Exg- 
lib and Frency Governments take care to 
prevent fuch defigns, ! cannot fez how 
they canbe blaimd: Tis very well. 
known that thofe Declarations were fo 
kindly entertain’d all over the Weffiz- 
dies, that what with the Umbrary ule 
that was made of King Mi/liaw’s name, | 
and the hopes of Spaaiia Spoil, moft Men 
who,were not indwd with Real or Pert 
fonal Eftate, were making ready to go 
over to Darien: Nay the unthinking fort 
of People about the City of Londen, on 
the Coin’d Rhodomantado News, wuere- 
with the non-auchoriz’d Prints were dat 
ly ftuft, were pleas’d and big with the 
Projet, looking no farther into it thanyacks 
Gold, which they natively believe every 
body hasa right to;when at the fame time 
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the knowing Part ofthe World is fenfi- 


ble that ‘ack is the common Drudge of 
Europe, and if the Mines of Pera and 
Mexico were in any other bodies hands, 
we fhould not get {uch a good account of 
either of thefe Merals. 

By what has been already faid, it may 
eafily appear whether or no thefe Gen- 
tlemen have itaid long enough in Dariez, 
and whether the isirectors of the Compa- 
ny, or they deferve moit to be there at 
this Minuet. As for my part I got my 
Belly full of the Project, and am now glad 
to fee my felfalive here, altho I left my 
Eldeft Son ( of the firit Marriage ) be- 
— hind me in Calidovia, 

» Being afflited with a Malady imagi- 

nairvefor {ome Months before I came off: 
1 purchas’d my Liberty of the Collony 
with difficulty enough : About the tame 
time the Countel having refoly’d to fend 
home one of their Tenders with a Pack- 
et to the Company, anda fample of the 
ftrange Woods that grow in the Collonies 
Garden, I thought to have got my Paf- 
fage in her, but was difappointed by a 
State Reafon, which was thus, Major 
Cunningham wasthe chief Inftrument in- 


contriving and forwarding the Exprefs, 


and having brought his marks to bear, 
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fo far as that the Veffel was Carreen’d, 
~“Tallow’d and fitted for the Voyage,he was 
fuddenly afflicted with my Diftemper,and 
it feiz’d him fo violently that on the fe- 
cond day of his illnefs he call’da Couns: 
cil (being Prefes for the week) and fa- 
tisfied them that he muft leave them 
and gohome tohis native Country, for 
the recovery of his Health. Paznycook 
and Macay{melling a rat, us’d both ‘fair 
and foul means to detain him, but all 
would not do. Mean while they con- 
triv’d ways to detain the Veffel till the 
Majors Prefefhip was out, and the week 
following, it was Refolv’d in Council 
Nemine Contradicente (exceptthe Major) 
to take fome other way of fending home 
- the Packet, and to convert the ‘Tender 
into a Firefhip: The Majors Tallent not 
lying in Sea Engagements, he could nor 
offer much againft the neceffity of it. 
About the fame time the Fvresch Ship 
mention’d before, happen’d to put into 
our Harbour, as likewife a Hollawas Ship, 
that was trading on the Spazifb Coat, 
and came hither for Sanciuary, the Bar= 
levanto Fleet being on the Carthegena 
Coaft : The French Ship was bound 
home to St. Malo’s, and I defign’d to 
take my Paffage in her, but the Major 
being 
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beings poffeft with fome frightful Stories 
of the French Captain’s making an Ob- 
lation of him tothe Governout of Car- 
thagena, would not venture in her. ‘The 
| Ship was cait away going out of the 
Harbour in fair weather, for want of 
Wind, and 240f her Men drowned : 
I efcaped narrowly in Mr. Peznycook's 
Boat, while he was fore’d to fwim for 
his Life. A ‘j2maicoSloop having brought 
{ome Provifions to the Collony about the 
fame time, and being bound home, the 
Mayor and I took our Paflage in her.

mongft Proteftant Princes; That theSpaz- 
ard had no poffeffion de facie ef thatCo: =: 
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try unlefs he liv’d onthe Spot, or had his 
Cattle running there. 
| -To the firft I anfwer’d, that if the 
| Scots had been in Darien as foon as the 
| Spaniards, and taken poffeffion. of it, the

{cription of years, and their Title there- 
/to never hitherto contraverted by
